the educiitionsl act it ¡tie* of the fed­ 
eral government is provided by con- 
gre"Kiional legislation now nearing the 
fln/hing stages. Just before the United 
State- entered ihe v\«r eongre** made 
provision for voeaflefisl education for 
normal |*eople, In co-operatlou with 
the srat'-s, I'mler ilmf legislation large 
sains are now being >peuf annually 
for vocational educational work, ibe 
government 
paying one-half ihe ex- 
pense and the "tale, if if chooses to 
co-operate. tlie other haif of ilie ex- 
ptri"*' in that particular stale. 
The 
war made it necessary to broaden the 
original vocational education act, so 
as to make special provision for the 
rehabilitation and education of dis 
aided soldier*. That work is also he- 
inu carried on extensively, and tbe ex­ 
pense of it Is ail being borne by the 
federal government. 
The new step provides for v o c a t i o n a l 
training for disabled persons in indus­ 
try, Including agriculture, trade, co m ­ 
merce, manufacturing, mining, trans­ 
portation and the mechanical art". 
In 
ibis new legislation, as in the original 
vocational training legislation, the fed­ 
eral government and the s t a t e s are to 
c o o p e r a t e , 
o f co u r se t h e fede ra l gov­ 
ernment cannot compel the s t a t e s to 
co-operate. 
It will he optio nal with 
a ny s t a l e whether it shall euter into 
tin arrangement with the federal gov­ 
ernment to look out for p er so n s dl*- 
abled in any of the Industrie* enu­ 
merated.
